If there is one thing 
121 flower decora­ 
tion more exasperating than another, it 
is to see a lot of blossoms crushed to­ 
gether 111 one dense mas* without leav es 
or indiv iduality 
One must lov e these 
darlings of nature in order to properly 
arrange them. 
The garden pansy is to be massed in 
one large ov al or circular low dish fora 
centerpiece, w ith smaller ones at v arious 
places upon the table. 
Because their 
own leafage is low and inconspicuous 
it can be supplemented by any feathery 
growth, such a> the tops of common as­ 
paragus or rhe fine w ild carrot. 
It is 
surp rising what a little soft greenery 
will do in accenting the witchery of 
any flowers that may be introduced into 
decoration. 
Among the few blossoms 
111 which 
v arious shades mingle harmoniously is 
the pansy. 
The exception, perhaps, is 
the species that is nearer blue than p ur­ 
ple. The v arious other hues are sympa­ 
thetic— that is, the yellow and yellow 
browns, all that exquisite v ariety that 
no v elv et can approach 111 soft richness, 
ev en to the king of the blacks, all these 
harmonize. 
A p ansy luncheon, w ith shades of yel­ 
low, reddish brown and purple in deco­ 
ration, is easily prepared. There should 
not be too many tints, only tw oor three, 
and these should gradually fade into 
one another and none be widely sepa­ 
rated. And so through the year the in­ 
genious 
housekeeper 
can, by a little 
p ainstaking, furnish a table both dainty 
and aesthetic, says Good Housekeeping. 
For instance, a few strawberries w ith 
their stems, moss banked in a centerph ce, 
and the same delicious fruit serv ed 
in many tempting ways would furnish 
forth a beautiful repast. 
No relief is 
needed sav e the white of some accom­ 
panying flower w ith its greenery. 
The 
v iands should contain many reminders 
of the toothsome b< rry. but not too 
many. 
Otherwise the taste would cloy 
upon the palate. 
W ith that of the berry 
cherry might lv* interspersed, as che rry 
p udding or eh* rry cups. 
Most persons, 
though, would prefer tin 
strawberry 
unaccompanied bv any less exquisite 
fruit.
